The parlor cart are intended for the 
better accommodation of the passenger traffic 
between Chicago and Milwaukee. The St. Paul 
Com have contracted for additional 
lovomotives and te keep pace with 
the rapid extension of their main lines west- 
ward, as Well as an increase of traffic over the 
lines that have been in operation for years.

18 THIS A NATION? * 
During the debate in the Senate on Tues- 
day last, Senator Wirt, of Maryland, 
placed the repeal of the National Election law 


of the States, and were responsible to the 
States and not to any other power. This is, 
of course, a mere elaboration of the theory 
that the United States are not a nation ; that 
they are a mere confederation of separate, 


terminable at their will, and without author- 
ity or power, even as an agent, when such 
States withdraw their assent. The-denial 
that Senators and members of Congress are 
officers of the United States is but a 
logical conclusion from the more compre- 
hensive that there is no such thing 
as a National ; that the whole political 
entity known as the Government of the 
United States is a mere agency, appointed 
by, with limited functions, the several 
States, each of which retains in all its vigor 
sovereign political power within its own ter- 
ritorial limita. 

If there be no National Union, then there 


States at the Federal agency, and ergo, 
again, each State is free and absolute in the 
choice of ite own agents, and there is no 
law anywhere to regulate and govorn the 
election of Congressmen save such law as 
each State shall think proper to make. 

It is somewhat: remarkable that at this 
late day in the National history, and with 
the events of the War still fresh in the 
memory of the people, that such a speech 
should be made in the Senate and no Demo- 
erat from a Northern State had the manlii. 
ness to deny and re in behalf of the 
American Union and in behalf of the Demo- 
cratic party this atrocious scheme which has 
already mvolved the country in a costly 


upon the records of the Senate under the 
appropriate headings of “Return of the 
Democratic party to power; frank notice of 
the next civil war.” | 

The Constitution upon ite face and in its 
first line declares that it was ordained and 
established by “the people of the United 
States” and not by the States. It provides 
that all legislative power herein granted

If this theory that there 
is no National Union, and nothing but a Fed- 
eral agency for the States at W 
from which. agency each State may with- 
draw at pleasure, then the lost cause was 
a just one, aud the so-called Union but a 

That such is the theory of our Govern- 
ment held by the Democratic party is evi- 
denced by the fact that it is openly avowed 
and declared as Democratic doctrine by the 
raling majority in both Houses of Congress, 
and never a Senator or Representative of the 
Democratic party, not even ‘those who are 
aspirants for the Presidency, has the manli. 
ness or the patriotism to disown the doctrine 
or to denounce the fatal consequences of its 
recognition as is proposed by the repeal of

SOUTHERN SOCIETY. ö 

The War wrought wonderful transforma- 
tions in Southern society.. It made many of 
the First Famifies poor. We are apt to forget 
how much of the wealth of the South, before 
the Wer, was in slaves. It is common to 
hear white men in Mississippi or Georgia 
say Before Gen. Grant (or Gen. Sunn) 
marched by here I was worth "—$100,000, 
$200,000, or $600,000, as the case may be. 


| After the Union forces had passed, these 


men were worth nothing. Their slaves, the 
only visible signs of their wealth, fled, and 
obtained protection in the Union camps. 
Members of the First Families, thus reduced 
to poverty, had to find other means of get- 
ting a livelihood than dependence upon slave- 
labor, Some of them were able to maintain 
ashow of affluence by disposing of part of 
their landed estates and cultivating the re- 
mainder. Others were. dispersed in various 
mercantile pursuits. Some obtained a scanty 


not, however, carry with i¢ the destruction 
of the clandish and exclusive social spirit. 
The Slaveholders’ Oaste has been maintained 
as jealously since the War as before. The 
inquiry in regard to an outside candidate for 
admission to the best society is not very 


rigid if he be truly a gentleman and a man 


of some position at home. But there is no 
inquiry at all in regard to a Southern person 
who can prove his descent from one of the 
old families. It makes no difference whether 
his education is imperfect or otherwise, 
whether his habits are good or bad, he is 
admitted at once on the score of service to 
the State. The mére act of being born heir 
to a number of blacks is esteemed a pass- 
port to every drawing-room. Northern birth, 
other things being equal, is against a man. 
Proof is required to remove the presumption 
of ill-breeding or malevolent intentions 
This proof may be furnished by a Northerner 
who permanently takes up his residence in 
the South by his regularly voting the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. But there is no other way of 
satisfying the feeling which is commonly 
entertained in the South against “in. 
truders.” 

Emancipation brought the negroes into 
new relations with Southern society. The 
Constitutional Amendments accorded to the 
negroes political equality. The ‘whites re- 
sisted this, at first openly, then secretly. 
Of late they have been reluctantly inclined 


to admit it. But one trace of the old system 


they do cling to. They abhor the doctrine 
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tiousness.is not a common vice, Drunken- 
ness is not as rife as in the old days. The 
whisky-bottle still stands on the side-board, 
but it is not so indispensable an adjunct of 
every social entertainment as formerly, 
The religious life of the people is active 
and progressive, They have advanced 
in. this respect very much of late 
years. True Southern gentlemen always 
were good | churchgoers, though they 
never esteemed a proper enjoyment of the 
good things of this world incompatible with 
a place in the vestry. ‘The religious activity 
of the people is the most encouraging sign 
of the times in the South. 

The chaotic condition of Southern opin- 
ion, with respect to the sacredness of human 
life, may be due in part to the upheaval of 
the lower stratas and their mixture with the 
upper; but the question now does not so 
much concern causes as consequences, 

So long as the present state of affairs con- 
tinués, aud the excesses of the wild and 
turbulent classes are unrestrained, the whole 
of Southern society must be characterized 
by the conduct of the active and conspicuous 
few. These are the acts and inclinations we, 
know ; the otaers we can only suppose to be 
in existence. :

Some facts in Judge McArierzr’s public 
life ought to be kept in mind. If it.shall 
appear that he has always been a bitter par- 
tisan, there will be no reason for exempting 
him from the penalties of partisanship. If 
it shall appear, further, that he has exhaust-. 
ed all the quibbles and technicalities of the 
law to protect criminals, there will de no 
reason for making his knowledge of law a 
claim on tho comfidenics ‘bf! good citizens. 

Judge MoAxntures is by temperament and 
disposition a hot partisan. He is a partisan 
in politics, a partisan in religion, and a par- 
tisan in law. He espouses. with warmth 
every cause in which he takes an interest, 
He divides public questions roughly into 
right and wrong, and chooses for himself 
what he conceives to be right: His mental 
organization prevents him from se- 
ing that his division of the sub- 
ject may be erronéous; that neither side 
is wholly right or wholly wrong; that 
part of the wrong which he sees in his op- 
ponents is really due to his own want of dis- 
crimination or his own. passionate convic- 
tions. Though Judge McAttrsrer has been 
many times elevated to high office by Re 
publican votes, he has remained always an 
ardent Democrat, prepared, if need be, to 
make sacrifices to his party. Though he 
judges people ot all religious faiths, he 
affiliates closely only with people of one 
faith. Though he holds office under the 
Constitution of; Illinois; and is appointed to

ME. TILDEN’S BOOKS. 


The True Inwarduess of the Healy Case 
at Marquette—And How Slippery Sam 


Marquette, Mich., May 17.—There are many 
features of an important case in court that do 
not and cannot be made to appear to the 


public im the necessarily brief telegram - 


seot from day to day. This is em- 
phatically true ia the case of the United 
States against Wilham P. Healy, who was to- 
day convicted in the United States District of 


forcibly seizing and carrying away certain books 
then and there being used in connection with 
the taking of certain depositions to be used in 
the District Court for the Southern District of 
the State of New York it a case there pending 
against Samuel J. Tilden, on the charge of de- 
frauding the Government in the matter of his 
income tax, and thereby obstructing the due 
administration of justice. 

The defendant said be bad been very anxious 
to eet the chance to replevy the books in ques- 
tion, and when they were brought before the 
Notary be saw his chance. The Court told bim 
that such a course of proceedings was wholly 
unpecessary, as they could haye-reached them 
aux day bya bill in chancery. 

A true statement of the case is just this: 
Samuel J. Tilden is ebarged with defrauding 
the United States with a false income return. 
During the time the income tax law was in 
force, and to the present time, Mr. Tilden bas 
been the principal owneraf the New York 
mine, situatea near Negaunee, in the Upper 
Peninsula. In July, 1877, William L. Wetmore, 
formerly a partner with Mr. Tilden io the New 
York mine, severed his connection with the 
Company, keeping in his possession, however, 
four books of account, as he says, for bis own 

rotection. Hesaid upon the stand that Mr. 

Iden had duplicates of them in New York. Mr. 
Tilden and his agents knew that these books 
in the hands of the Government would 
materially aid it in making a case 
against him, and, through his agent 
Healy, who is the attorney of the New 
York mine, assisted by Harland, counsel in the 
case pending agalust him in New York, their 
capture was planned and carried into execution. 
Nothwithstanding Healy claims, in rather a 
boastful manner, the entire credit in the dis- 
reputable transaction, yet sufficient evidence 
leaked out on the trial to show that the execu- 
tion, if mot the planning, was under the 
direction of the New York mine, which 
is equivalent to saving thatit was directly 
ordered by Mr. Tilden. Mr. Healy testified 
that he suggested to Mr. McCloskey, the Gen- 
eral Manager of the New York mine, that the 
seizure be made, but that r im 
no encouragement whatever. He said McClos- 
key didn’t wish toact inthe matter without 
definite authority from the Company. 4 
few days later, bowever, McUloskey 
came to him and told him = to 0 
ahead. He had taken time enough to enable 
him to consult with Mr. Tilden, and the pro- 
ect bad been apppored. This is certainly a 
legitimate in ſere to de drawn from the 
testimony. Mr. Tilden knew the importance 
of these books and 2 to deprive 
the Government of them. The varties on trial 
here were simply his agents and nothipg more, 
having no personal interest in the matter what- 
ever. 

On the witness-stand Healy gave a glowing 
account of their flight with the books. At one 
of the street corners he narrowly escaped 
capture by a crowd who supposed it was a 
runaway team. On the other hand, supposing 
it was a company who sought to waylay bim 
and recover the books, he passed through them 
at the highest possible rate of speed to which 
he could urge bis team. He volunteered to 
say on the witness-stand that be was attorney 
for ail of the are mining companies hb 
with one exception, and also of the. railr 0 
company, aud that be was a bachelor (didn’t 
state bis age, but for the benefit of your lady 
readers it may safely be put down at 40).

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

new Suspension Bridge. It was generally be- 
lieved that the affair was being organized in the 
interest of the Erie Rall way, as excursions were 
announced to be run from Elmira and inter- 
mediate points. It was, therefore looked upon 
as a humbug, and even people at the Falls took 
no stock in the scheme.

A SORT OF HARNESS

NORTHERN PRESBYTERIANS. 

SARaToGa, N. Y., May 21.—At the opening of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly to-day the 
Mileage Committee reported seventeen Presby- 
teries not reported, twenty-two reported in 
part, 110 paid in full, seven declined to report. 
The Special Committee on Trust Funds reported 
the total funds $941,160. 

The report on foreign missions was the spe- 
cial order of the day. The receipts for the year 
were $427.631; expenditures, $441,834; deficit, 
$15,203, which, added to the deficit last year, 
makes the present debt $62,532, Expenses 
were reduced at home and abroad at the begin- 
ning of the year $25,000. The income must be 
increased or the work contracted. Fortunately, 
within a few months the large bequest of a 
well-known lady becomes available, which 
will remove the debt. The force of ordained 
missionaries is at present: Indian tribes, 3; 
Chinese in California, 2; in China, 9; Siam, 2; 
Laos, 8; India, 4; Persia, 6; Syria, 2; Siveria, 
Chili, and Mexico, 1 each, Among the Indian 
tribes are 1,851 communicants, the majority 
being Nez Perces. In Mexico are two missions, 
—the Northern, with five churches and 250 com- 
municants, and the Southern, with sixty-two 
places of meeting, twenty-two church organiza- 
tions, and 3,010 communicants. The mission at 
Bogota is flourishing. Brazil has fifteen 


churches, $55 communicants; 140 were added 


last year. Contributions here, $2,583. In Chili 
the missionaries are subject to much persecu- 
tion, yet still have four churches with 200 com- 
municants./ Western Africa bas two mis- 
sions, Liberia, and Gaboon and Corsten. 
The former has nine stations and 24 com- 
municants, the latter, 3 churches, 855 communi- 
cants, and 4 schools. Syria is in a very satisfac- 
tory condition. The working force is 140; 
churches, 12; preaching places, 66; communi- 
cants, 716. in Persia are 18 native pastors, 45 
preachers, 3,300 communicants. Contributions 
from here, $1,582. In India are 8 missions,— 
Lodizna bas 13 churches and 504 communicants; 
Furrukhabad, 18 churches and 318 members; 
Kolapoor, 3 cuurches, 68members, There are 
18 schools, with 5,970 bovs and 1,786 girls attend- 
ing. Siam bas 4 churches, 183 members, and 
several schools. China—Shantig Station. a 
working force of 88; members, 588; at Peking, 
missionaries and helpers, 44; stations, 27; mem- 
bers, 734; Canton, 30 missionaries and assistants ; 
810 members. In Japan are 11 churches, 27 
stations, and 632 members. Churches have been 
established for the Chinese at San Francisco, 
Oaklund, Sacramento, and Sau Jose, and there 
are several hundred church members and Sun- 
day-school scholars. Great good has been done 
in Papal Europe. 

The Rev. Dr. Irwin, the Secretary, spoke in 
behalf of the report. He said the conversions 
had increased 20 per cent during the past year, 
and showed a net gain of 16 per cent. 

The Rev. Dr. Bushnell spoke regarding the 
Gaboon mission, showing how light had been let 
in by commerce and exploration, so that, instead 
of u bart fringe of territory, as it was at first, 
200,000,000 ple are open to receive the 
Gospel..

On motion of Elder Green, the Clerk was di- 
rected to furnish a copy of the above proceed- 
ings toeach of the parties, and to the press. 
Judge Coruthers then arose, and began by say- 
ing that he regretted having been the cause of 
so much trouble; that this was the first time 
in forty-five years the Session had been troubled 
with him, and even now he had brought noth- 
ing before them. The pastor had deemed it bis 
duty to arraign him before the 
world. The pastor alone was responsible. It 
was a matter between the pastor and his God. 
He felt that no responsibility rested on him. 
His conscience was perfectly clear. before God 
and man. He had done nothing in conflict with 
either the letter or the word of God He said 
that he did not agree with the session that 
terms of peace had been offered which he 
might probably*have accepted.

SOUTHERN ASSEMBLY. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 21.—The General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church convened 
this morning at 9 o’clock, the Moderator in the 
chair. 

Reports were received from various commit- 
tees. Thereport of the Judicial Committee on 
the complaint of T. A. & W. C. Canfield again 
came up, and a long debate ensued on the ma- 
jority and minority reports. It involves the 
question whether a man who makes charges be- 
fore a Presbytery which are dismissed has the 
right to appeal to a higher Ecclesiastical Court. 
After a. spirited debate, the Assembly came to 
the conclusion that an appeal would lie, even 
though the complainant had bimself suffered 
no injury in character, but was attacking an- 
other. This brings the whole of the Canfield 
matter up before the Assembly, which will 
probably settle it this afternoon. 

Dr. R. H. Caldwell, cf the Cumberland Gen- 
eral Assembly, which at one time was embraced 
in the Southern Church, was received at 11 
o’clock by the Moderator, and cordially wel- 
comed to the Assembly. Dr. Wilson, the Mod- 
erator, said: Lou look like one of us and you

William Kankin, Treasurer of the Board, said 
that in 42 years $9,760,000 had been expended, 
of which $3,750,000 passed through bis hands. 
During afew years past $600,000 had been paid 
in premiums on gola. The report on missions 
was adopted. 

At the afternoon session of the Assembly, the 
Rer. Dr. Wolcott Calkius, Chairman of the 
Special Committee on Representation, read his 
report. He said it had been agreed to bya 
large majority by mutual concessions. It 
was to send an overture to the Presby- 
teries to amend Sec. 2, Chap. 12, of the 
form of government by making it read: Each 
Presbytery consisting of not more than forty- 
eight members shall send one minister and one 
elder, and each Presbytery consisting of more 
than forty-eight ministers shall send two minis- 
ters and two elders, and iu the like ye 
for every forty-eight ministers.“ The section 
makes twenty-four the basis of representation 
instead of forty-eight.

Against 
the proposed action\pf the Prohibition League 
they formulated theif position in a platform of 
resolutions. The Prohibitionists remained, and 
agreed upon the following ticket: For Goy- 
Ryland T. Brown, of. Marion 
County; Lieutenant-Governor, the Rev. J. V. 
R. Miller, of Monroe County; Secretary of 
State, Abraham Spainhawer, of Greene County; 
Treasurer, William 8. Hubbard, of Marion

It fs known to the readers of the Herald that 
Dr. J: P: Newman, of the Central ‘Methodist

that he had served his country to the best of 
his ability for nearly sixteen years and he 
tbinks the people ought to release him 
from any further claim of service. Dr.

His and Mrs. Grant’s char- 
ities while in Washington were numerous, and 
the Doctor gave several examples. Their gifts 
to benevolent objects were made quietly aud 
without any flourish of trumpets, the Doctor 
himself being intrusted frequently with the 
disbursement of $100 at a time and with many 
smaller sums.

‘FOUND AT LAST. 


The Body of Col, Groesbeck Turns Up in 
the North River. 

Nuw Yor, May 20.—The body of Col. Groes- 
beck, who disappeared from the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel several weeks ago, was found to-day float- 
ing near the dock of Pier 40, North River. The 
Times to-morrow wiil give the following details 
of the discovery: The body was removed to 
the Morgue, and word was sent to the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel thata body answering to that of 
the missing Colonel was found. Detective 
Pryor, who all along maintained that Col. 
Groesbeck had committed suicide, accom panied 
by another gentlewan, started for the dead- 
bouse, and they were followed by Hitchcuck, one 
of the hotel proprietors. The face of the dead 
man was horribly disfigured, and if h's recognition 
depended on that alone his identifivation could 
not have been established. His large build, the 
fact that he wore no beard nor mustache, and 
the color of bis clothes, which, however, were 
much damaged by water, led them to belive that 
the body was Groesveck’s. A plain gold ring, 
similar to the one worn by Col. Groesbeck, was 
found on one of the flugers, and on examining 
it his name was found engraved on the inside. 
In the pockets, papers beionging to him were 
found, as also a poeket handkerchief bearing his 
initial, G.“ In ouher pockets were iound a 
bowie-knife and a loaded revolyer, correspond- 
ing to the pistol-case which Detective Pryor bad 
found in his room in the botel. All these ar- 
ticles established his identification bevond a 
doubt, and telegrams were immediately sent to 
his relatives in Cincinnati and t eit v, 
and the body was turned over to them and re- 
moved to an under‘aker’s and placed onice. It 
is said it will be forwarded to Cincinnati for 
buriai in the famfly plat. Col. Groesbeck was 
about 65 vears of age and belonged to one of 
the best families in Cincinnati. About fifteen 
or sixteen years ago be married an accomplished 
and beautiful youue lady of that place, but bis 
brother William and other relatives disapproved 
of the match, anda coolness has existed be- 
tween the brothers ever since. the War 
the Colonel, who was an ardent publican, 
raised a regiment and served —— After 
his wife’s death his daughter went to live with 
her mother’s relatives in Cincinnati. Col. 
Groesbeck left the fut Avenue Hotel, 
where he bearded 
ing an employe 
It was subsequently 
not taken anything with him, and a new empty 
bistol case and ber of cartridges with six car- 
tridges missing were found in his room at the 
same time. waiter, who bad served at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and knew Col. Groesbeck 
very well, told Detective Pryor that be had seen 
the Colonel and shaken hands with him at Fort 
Wadsworth, on Staten Island, two days after his 
disappearance from the hotel, and another man 
also had told him that he had seen the Colonel 
at Twenty-seconod street and Lexington avenue 
the nicht previous. It is supposed that the 
Colonel meditated for some time as to the best 
méthod of doing away bimself when he pur- 
chased the bowie-knife and revolver. It is 
thought that he finally went on a ferry-boat at 
nigot and jumped overboard while in mia- 
stream.

The position which Mr. Jones oceupied in this 
city for many years was 60 exceptional, and he 
himself was in many respects aman of such 
natural ability and strength of character, that 
his career is deserving of more than a mere 
mention, He is an instance of a man who, be- 
longing to a despised and proscribed race, and 
denied in youth the advantages of education, 
succeeded in working his way up to be 
prominent among his. people, a respected 
member of the community, and the first one of 
his race who ever held an elective office in Cook 


County, and probably iu Illinois. 

Mr. Jones was born about Nov. 8, 1816, on a 
plantation in Greene County, N. C. This coun- 
ty is situated in the eastern part of the State, 
not far from tide-water. His mother was a free 
mulatto, his father a German named Bromfield, 
who had long been settled in that section. As 
the child of a free woman, he was himself free, 
but his mother, fearing that his father or bis 
father’s folks might attempt to reduce him to 
slavery, apprenticed him atan early age toa 
man by the name of Sbeppard, stipulating that 
a trade should be taught him. Sheppara subse- 

uently moved to Tennessee, and there bound 
the boy over to a tailor by the name of Clere, 
who lived at Somerville, Fayette County, about 
fifty miles from Memphis. He remained with 
Clere quite a time at Somerville, and was then 
hired out by bis employer to a tailor at Mem- 
phis, where he became acquainted with Marv 
Richardson, the daughter of a colored biack- 
smith, who was then working at Memphis; and 
finally fell in love with ber. This family, how- 
ever, owing to the restraints cast around free 
colored people in the State, left Tennessee and 
moved to Alton, III., before Jones had finished 
his term of service. 

In January, 1838, Jones, who had returned to 
Somerville,

addressed to the Hon. V. D. Barry, Judge of 
the Eleventh Judicial Circuit, wno was then 
1 court at Somerville, setting out that 
John Jones, alias John Bromfield, for he was 
then called by his father’s and sometimes by his 
mother’s pame, was born free about the mid- 
dle of November, 1816, that he was brought from 
North Carolina to Tennessee by an individual 
to whom he was bound as au apprentice until 
he was A. By sale or otherwise he passed 
among several hands, untill, by purchase, be 
came to the hands of Richard Clere, a tailor, for 
the purpose of learning the trade: that Clere 
hired him out during the years 1836.and 1837, 
and thereby forfeited all right to the custody of 
his person, although he had obtained articles of 
indentureship from the County Court of Favette 
County until the petitioner was 21 years of age: 
that the petitioner was represented in the sa 
articles as being, in 1881, 9 years of age, which 
tatement was false; that he was freeborn, of 
awful age. and that be was legally, under said 
svague and false entry made in the said Couniy 
iCourt, held as a slave—hired out, offered tor 
sale, or put to such kiad of labor as migut suit 
the convenience or pecuniary interest of said 
Clere. Therefore he prayed for a writ of 
habeas corpus that he micht be brought into 
Court and discharged. 

It was Jones“ apprebension that upon the 
death of Clere, then expected to occur at any 
moment, his heirs would set up a claim that 
John was their property, and would sell bim 
probabiy out of the State. There had been an 
intimation that he would be sent to Texas, then 
an independent Republic, it not having yet 
united with the United States, and whence 
escape would be impossible, Fearing all 
this, he had obtaived permission from 
the person for whom he was then working to go 
back to North Carolina, and had there suc- 
ceeded in gathering together the evidences of 
his freedom. 

An order of Court was then issued directing 
Clere to bring in Jones or Bromfield, and, Jan. 
testimony. was heard 
showing that in November, 1837, he had become 
21. It was admitted that he was born free, and, 
therefore, the Court ordered bis discharge from 
the service and custody of Clere, and that he be 
allowed to go at liberty. These papers Mr. 
Jones handed over in 1876 to the Pubiie Library 
of tuis city, where they are carefully preserved. 

Jones worked about three years at Memphis 
and saved about $100, with whicn he came North 
to Alton, where he met Miss Richardson, his old 
love, and married her. 

BY THE THEN LAWS OF ILLINOIS, 


no black or mulatto person was allowed to live 
in the State unless he could show his free 
papers, and thep only upon giving bond, with 
good security, that be would pot become a 
charge noon the county in which he resided. 
Consequently John was compelled to get from 
the Clerk of Madison County the following doc- 
ument;: 

United States of America, State of Illinois, 
Madison County, . To all to whom these pres- 
ents may come, greeting: Know ye, that John 
Jones, a person of color, about 27 years of age. 
five feet six inches high, mulatto complexion, has 
exhibited, presented, and flied im the office of the 
Olerk of the Circuit Court of the county and State 
aforesaid a certificate duly authenticated of Free- 
dom, as such person of color. Has a scar over the 
left eyebrow, a scratch over the cneek-bone, a scar 
on the left shin—bone, a tailor by trade. 

Now, therefore, I, William Tyler Brown, Clerk 
of the Circnit Court of Madison Couuty, State of 
Illinois, certify that said Jonn Jones 16 a free per- 
| som of color, a resident of the State of Dlinois, and 

entitled to be respected accordingly in person and 
property at all times and places in the due prose- 
cation of his lawful concerns. 

In testimony whereof, I have to these presents 
signed my name and affixed the scal of said county 
at Edwardsville, thie 28th day of November, in 
the year of our Lord 1844. 

Wut T. Brown, Clerk. 

On the llth of March, 1845, he came to 
Chicago with his wife. it took them seven days 
to make the journey from Alton, the trip being 
made to Ottawa by stage, thence up the canal to 
Chicago. The severity with which the laws 
relative to colored persons were then enforced 
was such that Mr. and Mrs. Jones were closely 
watched while on their journey, and came very 
near being — ww and detained on suspicion 
that they werk fugitive slaves. The stage- 
driver, however, was confident that they were 
all right, because they traveled in the day time, 
and didn’t make any effort to hide themscives. 
Ohicago, when they reached here, was a city of 
2.000 inhabitants. They had $3.50 with which 
to commence life, A cottage of one room was 
rented at the northeast corner of Madison 
street and Fifth avenue. A shop 64¢x20 was 
obtained at the place which is now the Clark 
street entrance to the Sherman House. The $3.50 
was judiciously laid out in furnish their 
house, and, by, pawning his watch, John pur- 
chased a couple ef wy one for his house and 
one for his shop. O. C. Hanson, a colored man, 
gave them credit for groceries to the amount

THIS WAS THEIR START. 

At this time Jones first learned to read, be hav- 
ing been excluded from all schools on account 
of his color, and his mastery of printed matter 
was due to his own efforts. He always spoke in 
the kindest terms of Dr. Dyer and L. C. P. 
Freer, who were the friends of his race. lu the 
earliest days, Mr. Freer did all of John’s writ- 
ing. One day he told him that be would do it 
no longer,—that he must learn to write himself, 
To this Jones attributed his first efforts in that 
direction. ä 

From the outset Mr. Jones was a prominent 
man among the eolored people of Chicago, and 
did all that he could by tovgue and pen ‘to help 
in the — 1 oft his race. His house was a 
rendezvous for Abolitionists, black and white,— 
a station on the underground railway, and be 
used to help many a fugitive on his way to 
Canada.

The leakage 
was among the cutters, who made mistakes, — 
sometimes cutting out two backs, four 
sleeves, etc..—about which the bosses 
koew nothing. “A tailor working ten 
hours a day could not make from 814 to $18 a 
week, as had been asserted by one firm. The 
eue Was not more than 88 or $9 the year 
through. 

A list of prices was submitted, no advance 
being asked for on a first-class work, but on 
cheaper coats one of fifty cents, also an extra 
for “trying on,” and for extra work. 

It was said that no man could make a living 
at present rates. He lost one day entirely when 
getting up 4 coat to try on. By workin night 
and day he could live, but in a few years he was 
&consumptive. In the busy season one could 
make $2.50 a dav, but the average was vot more 
than $1.75 or $b. The men were advised to 
stick together, not only those on strike but all 
the others, since a failure would injure every 
one in the end, as the bosses would reduce 
prices. 

A motion was made and agreed to that every 
member of the Union pay $1 a week while the 
strike lasts to support the thirty-two strikers. 
There are between 450 and 500 in the Union. 

After appointing committees to collect the 
money the meeting adjourned. 

Willoughby, A & Co, at whose place the 
strike occurred, have all the men they need, and 
are getting along without trouble.

New Onigans, May 19.—There is, and always 
bas been, too much politics in this State. The 
negro as a slave was the disturbing element be- 
fore the War, and the negro as 8 freeman and 

has been the disturbing element since the 
War. While this is the chief characteristic of Lou- 
hann politics, it seems rediculous for anybody 


to deny that politics bas had considerable influ- 


ence over the pegro exodus by engendering to 
tome extent, and certainly increasing, the dis- 
content among the blacks which led up to the 
emigration this summer, and which will give 
emigration a new impulse next spring after the 
crops are gathered. By this 1 do not mean 
simply the actual bulldozing of the negro, but 
the peculiarity of continual agitation and unrest 
jn the public affairs of this section, the close al- 
Yisnce between these public affairs and all the 
private relations of. life; and the mutual fn- 
tolerance and distrust which prevail between 
the two contending parties. 
INTOLERANCE IN POLITICS 

is, of course, to be found almost everywhere to 
some extent, but the people of the North have 
hardly an idea of the baneful influence of that 
sentiment in the South. It extends to the 
placks as well as the whites, indeed, in this, as 
m many other unfortupate practices, the ne- 
groes are imitators of the white men. Let me 
give a few illustrations. 

“You people of the North all hate us,“ said 
* merchant of this city to me the 
other day; I was traveling in the North last 
summer, and it seemed to me I saw an enemy 
in every man I looked at.“ 

The man who made this remark was not an 
ignorant fellow, as might be inferred, but an in- 
telligent person occupying a good position in 
busmess and society. It was in vain that I 
tried to explain to him that he was goverred by 
dis own prejudices and impulses, which misled 
him into the belief that he and other Southern 
men were disliked by the Northern people. I 
have had an effective answer to this 
sort of statement by citing the fact 
that a Southern man is now Mayor 
of Chicago, and another Southern man 

a Judge of the Supreme Bench of Illinois from 
the Chicago District. This fact makes the state- 
ment indisputable that Southern men go to the 
North, practice their professions, carry on busi- 
ness, enter into politics, and that no such word 
as “‘carpet-bagger’’ is to be found in the 
Northern vocabulary; but still it does not con- 
vince the Southerner that sectional hatred does 
not prevail at the North. 

I was a guest at 
| THE OLDEST CLUB IN NEW ORLEANS 
a few days ago. Seeing a large number of 
newspapers on file from various parts of the 
country, I asked if the Club took Taz Caicaco 
Taisuns. No,“ was the frank reply of the 
gentieman who had introduced me, Taz CM

I thought this was hard. The “stalwarts” of

An admission so stated is signifi- 
cant of the intolerance that so largely prevails. 
There is now a faction in the New —— Im- 
migration Association, just formed, which fa- 
vors efforts’ to secure white immigra- 
tion from the North as an offset to the ne- 
gro emigration, but there must be a decided 
change toward political and sectional forbear- 
ance among the natives toward strangers in or- 
der to make such a scheme successful 

AMONG THE NEGROES, 


as I have already intimated, there is the same 
sort of suspicion and distrust of the native 
whites which the latter cherish for the negroes; 
and as between themselves they have as little 
regard for freedom of opinion as the most in- 


veterate Bourbon. I will also try to illustrate

ical status of the negro. There are onby thirty- 
odd Republicans m the Convention, which has 
134 members; the Democrats have a majority of 
more than three-fourths. If they desired to 
satisfy the negroes of their future political 
rights, they would edopt as a part of the or- 
ganic law of the State the spirit of the constitu- 
tional amendments; but there is no reasonable 
prospect for this from a body of men who began 
their work by resolving that it was pot necessary 
for them to take an oath to mers the Consti- 
tution of the United States. Of course this was 
not necessary, but it was equally unnecessary 
for them to retuse to take such oath, and a 
formal resolution to that effect is certainly not 
calculated to inspire the hope of special devo- 
tion to the constitutional amendments. 

While the chief purpose of calling a Constitu- 
tional Convention at this time was alieged to be 
a reduction in State expenses, there is no doubt 
that certain 


CHANGES AFFECTING THE BLACK VOTERS 


have Seen contemplated. ‘There is a serious in- 
tention, I ani told, of changing the date of the 
State election, so that it shall not occur on the 
same day as the Presidential and Congresaional 
elections. The purpose of .this.is to avoid the 
restraints which are exerted by the United States 
Supervisors at the polls. With merely a system 
of State registration under control of the Demo- 
crats, there need never be any question about 
the supremacy of the white element over the 
black element; property and inteiligence,” as 
Mr. Thurman puts it, can always rule under 
those conditions. As it is now certain that the 
United States Election laws will not be repealed 
tul the Democrats elect a President,, a good 
many of the Bourbons in this State think it will 
be safer to have the State and local elections held 
at a time when there are no United States Super- 
visors on hand to help protect the ballot-box.

TO CUT DOWN THE NEGRO VOTE. 
The Democrats who favor the proposition do 
not hesitate to give thie as their chief reason, 
and justify it by the usual uments about 
„property and intelligence.“ plan which 
seems to be as the best is the Georgia 
plan, which was adopted in that State after the 
Democrats had obtained control by the whole- 
sale purchase of. the ne voters,—which was 
less objectionable than Udosing, by the way. 
This is the requirement of a poil-tax,—say $1 or 
$2,—the proceeds of which are to be devoted to 
educational purposes. The tatter provision, it is 
claimed, disarms legitimate criticism. How- 
ever, many Republican members of the Consti- 
tutional Conveution think the negro exodus has 
checked any disposition there may have been 
amoung the Bourbons in Convention to abridge 
the rights of the negro; and, as te a poll-tax, it 
is said that the impoverished whites in the in- 
terior, and the men in New Orleans who depend 
largely on the votes of the white laborers, are as 
much opposed to it as the megroes. On the 
other hand, the suspension of negro emigration 
till next spring may misiead the ultra white ele- 
ment in the Convention to adopt repressive and 
discriminative measures. 

BAD EXAMPLE. 


Democrats and Republicans in the Conven- 
tion seem alike determined upon a reduction of 
ealaries, upon cutting down the machinery of 
State Government, and upon limiting the power 
of the State Legislature as tos legis!ation 
and the voting of money. Warmoth tells me 
that the new Constitution is likely to be the 
most constipated instrument of that kind in the 
country.“ bis is all very weil and commenda- 
ble. But the same spirit of economy and re- 
trenchment has suggested that a repudiation or 
scaling of the State debt will be about the 
easiest and best way tO.save money, and there 
is a strong element in the Convention which fa- 
vors a procedure of this kind. This is not the 
best example of honor and good faith which the 
whites could set the blacks. Prior to 1874, 
the State debt was $22,000,000. Then 
it was “scaled” down to +$12,000,- 
000. That is to say, 40 per cent of the 
principal was struck off, and the boncholders 
accepted this excision because 1 per cent was 
added to the interest for a term, and what was 
regarded as additional security was given. This 
additional security consisted of a constitutional 
amendment, adopted by the people in 1874, 
guaranteeing that a tax of five anda half milis 
ou the dollar should always be levied for the 

yment of the interest. ere is danger that

whatever nominal course the Convention mar 
adopt with regard to the debt. There is a fac- 
tion in favor of scallng down the debt 50 
per cent more; another factiou favors retaining 
the debt intact, but paying 2 per cent thereon 
for a term of years, 3 per cent for another term, 
and 4 per cent for another term; a third faction 
favors a retention of the present constitutional 
provision for a tax of five and a half mills, let- 
ting the bondholders take whatever interest that 
tax may yield them.

He was noble 
and honorable, and caletilated to please 
any woman, even were she the petted 
belie of biuegrass Kentucky. He met Miss 
Jessie Buckner, loved her, and after a brief 
courtship led her to the altar and made her his 
bride. About a year after his marriage Mr. 
Tomlinson removed to this city and entered 
into business as the Co.“ of the wholesale 
grocery firm of Carson; Bowman & Co. Dr. 
Tomlinson also came to the city simply on his 
son’s account. Mr. Stanley Bowman, of the firm 
above named, is the own nephew of Dr. Tomlin- 
son, and in bis family has ever been treated as 
a beloved son. He is about seven years older 
than his Cousin William, but they grew up to- 
gether in counsinly affection, and between them 
there ever existed the best feeling. Mr. Bow- 
man was in indigent circumstances, and at his 
cousin’s wish Dr. Tomlinson started him in 
business upon his own capital on an equal foot- 
ing with his son. How base and ungrateful his 
crime has been the following will show:

It will have 
been four weeks next Taesday since Stanley 
Bowman, in Mr. Tomlinson’s absence, drove to 
the door of the family residence and uested 
Mrs. Tomlinson to go bugegy-riding with him. 
What occurred that day will hereaiter be given 
in her own sad story. She returned home at a 
late hour that night, and found her husband 
and family in the deepest anxiety. She gave 
some unsatisfactory statement and retired to 
rest. It was detected at the time that she had 
been drinking, for the fumes of Hquor were 
still strong upon her breath. Her husband was 
annoyed greatly at ber conduct, and, as a mat- 
ter of course, his worst suspicions were 
aroused. 

This fact served to strengthen the young bus- 
band’s suspicions, and, though his whole soul 
was racked with grief, he deemed it best for the 
sake of his offspring and family honor to set a 
watch upon his wife’s actions. The result was 
that she was detected meeting Stanley Bowman 
several times in improper iocalitics.

The meeting occurred about two 
weeks ago. Mrs. Tomlinson left the house one 
afternoon closely shadowed by the relative in 
disguise. She walked some distance in the 
eastern portion of the city, and, sure enough, 
was met by Bowman.

He at once con- 
fessed, expressing the most poignant grief at 
his infamous conduct. The miserable woman— 
the once lovely belle and happy wife—also met 
her husband, and, upon being charged with her 
crime, burst into tears, and upon bended knees 
besought his pardon for her terriole crime. It 
is impossible to. describe the poor man’s grief. 
His life and hapviness were blighted, and 
however terrible the idea must have been, he 
determined to save his honor. He therefore 
sent his wife back to her mother, in Mississippi, 
retaining himself their child. Ts describe the 
parting of the miserable husband and his 
rui wife is impossible; his grief was ter- 
ribie. But the husband bore up under 
his misfortune like a man. The lady is 
now with her mother in Mississippi. 
Proceedings for divorce will be instituted as 
soon as possible. Stanley Bowman is himself a 
married man, having a wife living in this city, 
and also one child. Shortly after he was de- 
tected in his intimacy with Mrs. Tomlinson, he

the Criminal Court yesterday morning. This is

the crime having been committed nearly a year 
ago,—in June, 1878,—since which time has 
been occupying a cell in the County Jail. His 
counsel has done his best to procure his release 
upon the ground of insanity, but this has proved 
a failure up to date, and pow the accused is 
arraigned for trial.. His defense, if the insanity 
plea fails, will be “‘self-defense,” and, as the 


actual evidence is meagre, Cary’s attorney ap- 
pears quite confident of | success. So far as has 


yet been ascertained, Cary’s wife, from whom 


who actually witnessed the murder, and 
of course she is now a competent witness. 
However, State's-Attorney Mills stated a day 
ortwoago that he had evidence in the back- 
ground which he thought would astonish the 


defense. 
This murder occurred 40 long ago that it will 


perhaps be necessary to refresh the memory of 
the reader by republishing a synopsis of the 


details. | 
Shortly before 10 o’cloek on the evening of the 


15th of June, Mark Hegwein, a young man 
something over 30 yearé of age, residing at the 
corner of Forty-sixth street and Wentworth av- 
enue, in the Town of Lake, was shot and instant- 
ly killed by William Cary, the victim’s brother- 
in-iaw. Cary bad been divorced from his wife 
some time previous to the shooting, the latter 
retaining their two children. On the night 
mentioned, Carv, who Was apparently under the 
influence of liquor, went to his brother-in-law’s 
residence to see the cht The hour was 
late, and he went to the rear of the house and 
ascended the stairway. He was met at a door 
about half-way up by young Hegwein, who 
wanted to know his bugipess there at that time 
of night. Cary replied that he had come to see 
his children. A parleyensued, and it was not 
fully ascertained w er the two men bad 
come to blows, bué at all events Car 
pulled a revolver,’ and discharged ſt 
full m the face of Hepgwein, they 
being so near together that the powder burnea 
the skin. The ball took au upward course from 
a point directly below the left eye, and passed 
through the brain. After committing the deea, 
Cary ran, and effected his escape. He was sub- 
sequently captured and lodged in the County 
Jail, which bas been his home up to the present 
time. 

When the case was called yesterday morning 
Mr. Carmichael, the prisoner’s attorney, stated 
that be wished to have his client examined as 
to his present condition, as he believed him to 
be insane now, if he was not at the time of the 
homicide, and under the statute he claimed that 
a jury should be impaneled to test the question 
of his sanity or insanity at the present e. 

State’s-Attorney Mills said that he was will- 
ing, under the circumstances, to allow the mat- 
ter to go over until Friday morning, but not 
later. 

The Court finally continued the case until to- 
morrow morning, when a jary will decide upon 
the mental condition of the prisoner, A letter 
from Dr. Geiger explained that the prisoner 
was subject to spells of strange behavior, which 
led him to believe that his mind had been af- 
fected by drink or from some other cause. 

Prisoner’s counsel also stated that Cary bad 
recentiy drawn a check for $500 on a bank in 
which he had no money, which he—Mr. Mille 
disseuting - cousidered an indication of lunacy. 

Cary informed his attorney some time ago 
that he had wealthy friends who would put 
up“ for his defense, and he accordingly wrote 
to them for assistance. Yesterday Jailer 
Currier. received a remittance of the magnifi- 
cent sum of $4 from these friends, and he sent 
for Carmichael to congratulate him.

advance by the owners of some five millions. 
Every day a decline is predicted, as a conse- 
quenee of big stocks; but every decline, thus 
far, has been followed by an advance, under 
which the shorts have covered at a loss. They 
sell again on the ensulng drop, and so the see- 
saw is repeated. Yesterday saw another rise to 
the top figure, and a very unsettled feeling, 
while prices remained comparatively steady, as 
many expected to see another tumble, but did 
not dare to sell iu anticipation of that same. 

The course of the wheat deal during the past 
few mouths resuggests the question which 
has already been askeda few times in 
connection with the provision deal, Are 
not our produce markets taking a radi- 
cally new departure from the old-fashb- 
ioned method? Heretofore the prices of wheat, 
and corn, and pork have been largely deter- 
mined by the auction plan, and that by auction 
among men many of whom had no disposition 
to handle the property, out simply speculated 
upon their judgment as to what the property 
ought to be worth. The prices named in Chi- 
cago by men of this class have had a great deal 
to do with determining how much should 
be paid the farmer for his produce, 
and not infrequentiy how much should be paid 
by the consumer. It is not so in all depart- 
ments of trade. Wehave orcasional duction 
sales of dry goods, but the great bulk of the 
calicoes, etc., consumed in the world are bought 
from first hands by parties who expect to sell 
them to smalier traders, and the prices paid are 
comparatively stable in consequence. There is 
capital enough to handle our farm produce in 
the same way, and evidently more disposition 
to so handle it than there used to be. Capital 
has carried our pork products, and recently dealt 
more directly with the consumer than used 
to be the case,—entering the  specu- 
lative part of the deal for the purpose 
of controlling it, and not seldom making the 
mere trader on his judgment pay dearly for his 
Whistle. The same thing bas been done a few 
times in wheat and corn, and it would be no 
wonder if that should be the rule, instead of 
the exception, in the near future, 

The leading produve markets were not very 
active yesterday in the aggregate. Provisions 
were firmer than the previous afternoon, and 
breadstuffs were generally stronger, though 
without much encouragement from outside. 


The strength in grain was partly due toa fur- 


ther decline in freight rates, corn by sail to 
Buffalo being quoted at e, and wheat to do 
taken freely at Me. 

Dry goods met witha tair general demand, 
and were strong. Cotton goods are still ad- 
vaneing, and woolens also begin to show a 
hardening tendency. Groceries were active and 
generally firm,—sugars, rice, teas, and molas- 
ses especially so. In the market for coffees 
there is still an unsettled feeling, Prices of 
foreign and domestic dried fruits were un- 
changed. The general market was not particu- 
larly firm. No changes were developed in the 
fish market. There wasa good demand on in- 
terior account, but only a limited call from the 
local trade. Prices were only fairly sustained. 
Butter was firm, under @gontinued good de- 
mand. Cheese was unsettled. There was a 
fair movement in oils, paints, and colors at 
about steady figures. Coal was quoted as be- 
fore, viz.: Anthracite at $4.50 and $4.25 (the 
latter price for large orders for immediate de- 
livery), and Tilinols at 8. 00%. 25. Tobacco 
continues in good request at firm rates. 

The offerings of cargo lumber were larger. and 
sales were quickly made at recent prices: The 
yard market was steady. Drystuff sells prompt- 
ly on arrival, and the outside demand is almost 
wholly for seasoned lumber. The woo! market 
was quiet and steady. Dealers are filling orders 
about as fast as they can get the wool. The re- 
ceipts are small, and are expected to be during 
this month. Broom-corn, hides, and seeds were 
steady. Hay was firm under an active demand, 
and it is reported that the crop will be a partial 
failure in many sections. Green fruits were in 
moderate request and generally steady. 

LUMBER. 

Some of the lamber merchants predict that 
the growing demand for dry lumber will ulti- 
mately cause the death of the cargo market for 
green stuff. The bulk of the lumber now 
shipped to the country is dry, which, if not sea- 
soned at the mills, bas to be put through the 
kilns here by the yardmen. Lumber manufac- 
turers across the lake are now piling and drying 
their product, and selling it ahead here, or on 
euro. The premium of $1.00@1.50 per 1,000 ft 
which dry stuff commands over green on the 
vessel here, makes it an object for shippers to 
dry it, especially when green lumber is so low 
asitisnow. Some of the farsighted ones think 
this plan of selling the stuff dry will revolu- 
tionize the way of doing the business. They say 
the Western Michigan manufacturers will dry and 
sort the staff at the mills, and sel! it there in 
quantities to suit purchasers. This is the sys- 
tem in vogue at Saginaw and East. Customers 
get what they want, without having to take half 
acargo of something they do not want, and 
there are no reclamations because the stuff does 
not quite come up to representations. A depart- 
ure of this Kind does not necessarily mean 
‘“good-by’’ middieman, But it might lessen 
his labors, and meen the gray hairs away a little 
while longer.

A GRAND JUROR. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Evanston, May 21.—I find in yesterday's 
Evening Journal an article congratulating cer- 
tain gentlemen on their acquittal, and condemn- 
ing the late Grand Jury for their indictment. 
How blind an editor may be, and how desirous 
to blind the public. Is it not known to every- 
one from the examination of the late Congres- 
sional Committee that these and other indict- 
ments were found inspite of the efforts of the 
officers of the Government! Has not the Gov- 


ernment tried to induce members of that same 
Grand Jury to request that “ volle prosequis ”’ 
be enteredin some of these cases? Have not 
the dailies been full of efforts made at Wasbing- 
ton in the same direction { 

Now, sir, let us take one case from many,— 
that of Hill. One of the Grand Jury personally 
informed one of the rosecuting oflicers, 
upon whose particular testimony the indictment 
against said Hul was found, that of Mullett, 
ex-Supervising Architect, that, if the Goy- 
erumeat desired to get at the whole truth in 
this matter, his examination, made extensive, 
would, no doubt, develop even the politicians 
at home and abroad who had been involved in 
this steal, but whose names had been covered 
so far. Here, let me etate, Judge Bangs permit- 
ted no extended examination of said Mullett, 
claiming the Grand Jury might want to indict 
him,while he must have well known his crimes, 
if he had committed any, bad been covered by 
the three-year limitation to prosecution. 

And this is not the first time the Government 
has assisted crimivals to escape. One of 
these very gentlemen engaged in this prose- 
cution informed me within two or 
three weeks that he disliked to be employed in 
behalf of the Government, because he had before 
(in the whisky cases) been employed in prosecn- 
tions when it was the Government’s desire not 
to convict. I, as one of that Grand Jury, knew 
but one of the men indicted,—knew nothing, 
thank God, of any of the political rings that 
found an official case in Chicago. But I do and 
did feel that oniy by prompt and efficient trial 
and punishment could the tide of privdte and 
official stealings be staid and made disrepu- 
table instead of honorable. I did hope that, 
while we knew that our justices and higher 
State Courts were corrupt or corruptible 
somewhere, in courte of the 
nation at least we might for 
an honest administration of justice. If 
punishment of crime is impossible, why need 
we look for justice in civil cases? No one looks 
for truth or uprightoess in our legislation. 
Where is there one who places country above 
party and office? ‘ Not guilty, but don’t do it 
again,“ is written over the portals of the United 
States Court. What hope remains for us as 
citizens? What expectation that our national 
existence and republican institutions will con- 
tinue?

JEFF DAVIS AT HOME. 


His Domestic and Literary Life and Opinions 
on Various Subjects. 
Special Correspondence Boston Herald. 

New OrRLzaNs, May 10.—Seventy-five miles 
east of this city, on the New Orleans & Mobile 
Railway, is the little flag-station of Beauvoir, 
about equidistant from Mississippi City and 
Biloxi, favorite seaside resorts of the wealthy 
residents of New Orleans. Beauvoir is the home 
of Jefferson Davis. Alighting from the train at 
Beauvoir Station, you see two or three small 
brown structures, a grove of pines, and tlie 
white vista of vanishing railway track glittering 
with millions of minute refractions of the bright 
sunshine for miles along its sandy way. Taking 
the half-perceptible roadway to your right, ten 
or fifteen minutes’ walk through the 
pines brings you to the beach. Here 
you see a house built in the 
airy fashion of this region of perpetual sun- 
shine. This is the residence of the Rev. Dr. 
Lacock, an aged Episcopal clergyman, once 
chaplain tothe Duke of Cambridge. Bey ond 
the reverend gentleman's estate you see, front- 
ing the beach, another estate, the residence of 
Mr. Davis. Entering the gate, you pass across 
a lawn dotted with live oak and other trees fes- 
tooned with the picturesque Spanish moss. Be- 
fore you is a low aud spacious mansion painted 
white, with broad verandas. At eitlier side, a 
trifle nearer the fence, is a small building, a sort 
of pavilion. 

While resting on the veranda waiting for your 

letter of introduction to be handed to the mas- 
ter your eye takes in the hospitable provisions 
for ease aflorded by several comfortable rock- 
ing-chairs, a table, and a settee. Life here is al 
fresco. The broad hall which goes through the 
house is open to the breeze but not to the ar- 
dent sun, whose rays are intercepted by the 
veranda. 
@ Here, on the front veranda, sits of a morning 
the ex-Presideut of the South. In full view is 
the Gulf of Mexico, that dazzling, radiant ex- 
panse of shimmering blue. Its summer wares 
glide softly to break in lullmg sound upon the 
white and sparkling sand. The breezeis laden 
with the strange perfume of the sea. Itis the 
land of the lotus-eaters, where tis always at- 
ternoon.

He said he did not attribute exaggerated im- 
rtance to the movement, nor did he think it a 
trifling matter, The newroes are credulous and 
easily led. Those who have gone to Kansas 
will probably return, if they have the means; 
others thiak they will remain only to die in that 
cold covatry. Some of his negro laborers on his 
Mississippi River plantation went to Kansas in 
the outset of the “exodus.”’ They had asked 
his opinion of Kanaaas, and he told them of its 
rigorous climate, but had said to them, if they 
felt it to be for their best good to leave, to go 
rather to a warmer recon. 

Asan instance of negro credulity, Mr. Davis 
related to me the experience of one of his 
negroes to whem an agent bad sold a certificate 
for $5 entitling the purchaser to take forty 
acres of waste land. The poor fellow selected 
a piece of ground and spent all of bis savings 
in improving and stocking the place. He had 
got the land into a fair state of cultivation 
when the owner came along and told the negro 
to leave. for it was his property. Thus the 
poor, duped negro lost every cent he bad. Mr. 
Davis thinks the return of some of the Kansas 
emigrants will foratime deter negroes from 
trying their fortune there, but he fears that the 
easy credulity of the negro may at any time 
render him the victim of some cruel scheme. 

Mr. Davis said that there was a great deal of 
excellent land in Mississippi belonging to the 
State and General Government which the ne- 
groes might bay very cheaply. He believes 
that, apart from the white man, the negro will 
cease to thrive, and will relapse into barbarism. 
The races need each other. Dr. Davis remarked 
that it was impossible fora man who had been 
reared apart from the negro to bave that same 
affection for him asis felt by Southern men, 
who have in childhood been nursed oy negroes, 
been the playmates of negroes, and grown up 
with them. 

The tendency of negrees in the State of Mis- 
sissippi, thinks Mr. Davis, is to move on to the 
alluvial. ‘They are leaving the hills and going 
to the river. He advocates the immigration to 
this fertile hill country of Northern men, who 
will, he believes. be cordially welcomed. 

Men of small capital can invest it to advan- 
tage in fruit and .vegetable culture. Vine 
dressers will do well. The thirty-second parallel 
of latitude, said Mr. Davis, indicates the prover 
country for the peach. ‘both sides of this 
line the ch thrives. ‘This parallel runs 
nearly through Vicksburg, Jackson, and Meri- 
dian. Mr. Davis spoke of the sure remunera- 
tion afforded by orange cultivation in Lower 
Mississippi. There were instances of trees 
bearing 5,000 oranges, or at the rate of 
$50 a tree. “But to be moderate,” he 
said, let us say from 1,000 to 2,009 oranges 
per tree; here is from $10 to $20 return.” Fig 
culture is practicabie on a large scale, and he 
advises the canning of this fruit for the mar- 
ket. He had, he said, seen the biue Celeste fi 
candy on the trees. In speaking at some length 
on grape culture, Mr. Davis remarked that the 
Scuppernong is the variety best adapted to the 
coast. Mr. Alfred Davis (not a relative) bas at 
Bay St. Louisa vineyard of eighty acres, prob- 
ably the largest vineyard; said Mr. Davis, in the 
world. The owner makes a champagne and 
also a still wine. I have myself seen some 
splendid vineyards in this region. 

The yellow fever Mr. Davis regards as a 
deterrent to Northern immigration, but the 
fever, he says, is an exotic, and probably a 
rigid quarantine will in the future diminish the 
chances of its appearance. 

The natives do not fear the fever so much as 
might be thought. They would greatly more 
dread the scarlet-fever or the diphtheria, that 
scourge of the North. 

On Mr. Davis’ estate are pomegranate, citron, 
and orange and fig trees, their condition suf- 
ficiently testifying to the geniality of the cii- 
mate. 

The people of the region all look healthy and 
even rugged. The Gulf affords an inexhauat- 
ible supply of fish, and there are excellent oys- 
ters in profusion. 

One word of the master of the estate at Beau- 
voir before I close. Mr. Davis, although I found 
him temporarily indisposed, has good general 
health. He takes a constitutional“ on horse- 
back daily, and is a good pedestrian. He told 
me that since he had left his plantation on the 
Mississippi and come to the coast his health had 
improved. When he was in Congress he spent 
his winters in Washington and his summers on 
the river. He thus reversed the true sanitary 
rule, and malaria attacked his system. His so- 
journ in Canada benefited him greatly. 

He says that he cannot advise immigrants to 
go to the alluvial region on the river. It is 
true, he said, that a Russian gentleman near 
Natchez has a plantation on which he employs 
Danes, but they work in an unusual manner to 
preserve their health. They rise early and work 
to the noon beats, rest, and resume work late in 
the afternoon. 

Mr. Davis believes the negro alone to be per- 
manently capable of outdoor work in a hot 
climate. The negro thrives amid miasma and in 
swam Mephitic gases that would kill a white 
man do not harm the negro. When the negro 
sleeps he pulls the bed-clothes over his head, 
and all might breathes gases which would render 
a white man sick, if vot insensible. 


Chances of Bachelors and 

Widowers. 

Dr. Bertillon (writes a Paris correspondent of 
the New Orleans Picayune) is a French physician 
who has given great attention to medico-social 
statistics. In framing tables of the chances of 
marriage he has discarded the old method (mere 
groups) and has adopted a method of framing 
tables by groups and by correspouding ages. He 
eal to do 
He goes first to Holland for 
Statistics, because there, better than anywhere 
else, tables can be framed of bachelors and 
widowers. He says that in Holland young men 
between 22 and 24 years old annually marry in 
the proportion of 46 per 1,000. Those who be- 
come widowers at this marry in the propor- 
tion of 213 per 1,000,—that is, five times more 
than bachelors. At the age when men marry,— 
that is, between 25 and 35,—bachelors annually 
marry in the proportion of 110 per 1,000, while 
widowers marry in the proportion of 356 per 
1,000. After 25 men feel less inclination to 
marry, but even during these chilling 
three or four widowers marry to one bachelor.
